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Visitors  in  turn  fulfilled  the  functions  of  a second  School  Nurse. 
School  departments  were  allotted  to  them  and  they  assisted  at  the 
inspection  of  the  children  in  their  departments,  which  were  as  far  as 
possible  tliose  in  their  own  health  visiting  districts.  Duties  at  the 
Minor  Ailments  Clinic  were  shared  by  them  in  rotation. 

Mrs.  Ife,  Assistant  Nurse,  whose  main  duties  are  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre,  attends  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  at  the  School 
Clinic  on  three  mornings  a week. 

On  9th  January,  1945,  Mrs.  Wyatt  was  appointed  as  part-time 
Cleansing  Attendant  at  the  School  Clinic. 

On  30th  September,  1945,  Miss  M.  J.  W.  Abbotts  resigned  her 
position  as  Orthopaedic  Nurse  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

During  July  records  were  made  for  the  Ministry  of  Education  of 
the  heights  and  weights  of  children  who  had  been  measured  in  previous 
years. 

A principal  feature  of  tlie  year  is  of  course  the  commencement 
of  operation  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  and  although  the  full  effects 
have  yet  to  be  seen  certain  minor  changes  have  already  commenced. 

In  general  the  services  in  Burton  upon  Trent  will  suffer  little 
change.  One  of  the  greatest  needs  is  for  an  Orthoptic  Clinic  but  this  is 
held  up  for  lack  of  suitable  staff.  For  certain  other  services,  such  as 
the  provision  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  epileptic.  Burton  must  continue 
to  look  to  larger  authorities  for  places  in  their  special  schools. 

2.  Co-ordination.  During  1945,  close  co-operation  was  main- 
tained with  the  Health,  Infant  Welfare,  Tuberculosis,  Mental  Deficiency 
and  other  serv'ices.  I have  again  to  thank  the  General  Practitioners, 
the  staffs  of  the  Voluntary  Institutions  and  Associations  for  their 
co-operation. 

3.  School  Hygiene.  There  were  no  changes  in  the  number  of 
departments  or  Sehools.

TO  THE  LOCAL  EDUCATION  AUTHORITY 
BURTON  UPON  TRENT 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer  for  the  year  1945. 

The  Table  of  Infectious  Diseases  shows  little  change.  The  number 
of  cases  of  diphtheria  was  9 as  against  8 in  tire  previous  year,  a figure 
wlrich  shows  the  continued  good  effect  of  the  immunising  process 
in  this  disease.  There  was  slightly  more  cliickenpox  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year  but  this  did  not  reach  epidemic  proportions 

During  dre  year  134  school  children  were  immunised  against 
diphtheria  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  89%  of  the  school  population 
had  been  protected  against  diphtheria  at  some  time  in  their  lives. 
It  is  a practice  of  the  Department  to  recommend  a boosting  single 
dose  of  A.P.T.  on  first  entry  of  the  children  to  school  fife,  although 
very  little  advantage  is  taken  of  tliis  recommendation  by  parents. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  Mr.  E.  Wayte,  L.D.S.  did 
emergency  dental  work  at  the  School  Clinic  on  two  mornings  a week. 
On  the  1st  April  Mr.  W.  C.  Griffiths,  L.D.S.  commenced  work  as 
whole-time  dental  surgeon.  The  figures  relating  to  dental  inspection 
and  treatment  therefore  refer  to  nine  months  only  of  the  year. 

Miss  J.  W.  H.  Hepburn,  L.D.S.,  was  employed  as  temporary 
whole-time  assistant  school  dentist  from  9;'4,'45  to  8/10/45. 

Commencing  in  this  year,  for  the  first  time,  tire  duties  of  the  tiiree 
Health  Visitors  were  re-organised  to  include  duties  as  School  Nurses 
and  their  titles  altered  to  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  in 
consequence.  In  effect  this  arrangement  meant  that  Miss  Moore, 
S.R.N.,  acted  as  whole-time  School  Nurse  and  that  the  tirrcc  Health 
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number  of  eases  of  scabies  shows  a marked  drop  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  It  is  felt  that  this  .is  the  result  of  the  long  continued 
policy  of  treating  the  family  as  a unit  with  evening  sessions  for  the 
adults  and  morning  sessions  for  the  children.  By  the  use  of  benzyl 
benzoate  the  children  are  returned  to  school  after  one  bath  and  the 
annointment  of  benzyl  benzoate  emulsion. 

(c)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin.  1 ,096  cases  were 
referred  to  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic,  to  their  own  Doctor,  or  to 
Hospital  as  a result  of  inspection.  308  were  cases  of  Scabies  and 
244  of  other  skin  diseases,  chiefly  Impetigo.  The  number  of  cases 
of  skin  diseases  has  diminished  in  association  with  the  diminution  of 
tlie  number  of  cases  of  Scabies.  The  number  of  exclusions  on  account 
of  Impetigo  has  risen,  which  seems  to  indicate  a more  severe  type  of 
infection.  The  diminution  of  exclusions  due  to  Scabies  is  partly  to 
be  explained  by  the  fact  that  one  treatment  only  with  benzyl  benzoate 
is  used  as  Opposed  to  two  aeatments  on  successive  days  in  the  previous 
year.

28  cases  wath  enlarged  and  inflamed  tonsils  and  7 cases  \vith 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  recommended  for  surgical  treat- 
ment out  of  the  above  total  of  183. 

There  seems  to  be  an  increase  in  the  chronic  cases  of  tonsillitis 
found  on  inspections  and  this  may  be  due  to  a lowered  resistance  to 
infection  owing  to  war  conditions.

No  separate  figure  is  given  this  year  for  the  number  of  inspections 

at  the  Nursery  Schools  and  classes.  These  are  included  in  tlie  above 
under  Entrants  and  their  diminished  number  is  chiefly  responsible 
for  the  smaller  figure  under  this  heading  compared  with  last  year. 

Number  of  supplementary  inspections  was  7,832. 

In  .addition,  the  School  Nurses  made  14,337  examinations  during 
12  visits  to  each  school. 

5.  Findings  of  Medical  Inspections. 

(a)  Nutrition  is  assessed  on  clinical  grounds  and  the  figures  are 
given  in  tire  Table  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

The  figures  for  the  entrants  compared  well  with  tliosc  of  the 
previous  year.  In  the  second  and  third  age  groups  however  there 
seems  to  be  a slight  deterioration  of  the  health  of  the  children,  compared 
witli  the  previous  year,  a tendency  which  is  perhaps  most  marked  in 
the  second  age  group.  This  may  prove  transitory'  or  may  be  the  result 
of  war  conditions  on  the  most  susceptible  part  of  the  population.  On 
the  findings  as  a whole  there  is  a shght  increase  in  tlie  number  of 
children  found  to  be  nutritionally  subnormal. 

(b)  Incidence  of  Vermin.  The  number  of  children  found 
verminous  was  870  and  there  were  84  exclusions  from  school  on  this 
account.  864  children  were  cleansed  at  the  School  Clinic  under  a 
voluntary  scheme. 

The  number  of  children  found  verminous  shows  a sharp  rise 
compared  with  previous  years.  This  is  a feature  which  has  been  found 
in  most  parts  of  the  country  and  may  be  attributed  directly  to  the  lack 
of  supervision  of  tlae  parents  over  the  children  and  the  general  lowering 
of  the  standard  of  cleanliness,  both  of  w'hich  may  be  attributed  to 
w'ar  conditions.  The  policy  has  been  to  ofifer  tlie  facihtics  of  the  Clinic 
to  all  children  found  infested  with  nits  or  vermin  and  almost  invariably 
this  has  been  accepted.  Here  the  cleansing  is  done  under  the  voluntary 
scheme  and  the  use  of  the  medicated  hair  oil  has  allowed  the  children 
to  return  to  school  usually  after  tire  absence  of  a day  or  less.  The

6.  Following  up. 

This  procedure  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  with  tlie 
usual  profitable  results  in  most  instances.  168  visits  were  made  during 
the  year,  including  107  for  speech  defects,  to  the  homes  of  School 
Children. 

7.  Arrangements  for  Treatment; 

(a)  Malnutrition.  Milk  is  provided  free  in  necessitious  cases  and 
mid-day  meals  in  the  schools  are  provided  where  tliis  is  possible.  Such 
provision  is  now  made  purely  on  a financial  need  and  not  necessarily 
on  clinical  grounds,  as  was  previously  tlie  case. 

(b)  Unclcanlincss.  The  cases  of  imcleanlincss  rose  from  their 
low  figure  of  43  in  the  previous  year  to  84.  This  figure  is  felt  to  be  due 
to  an  over-optimistic  view  of  the  effect  of  treatment  with  medicated 
hair  oil  and  a more  cautious  policy  is  now  used. 

(c)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin.  Treatment  of 
the  above  conditions,  together  with  head  examinations,  necessitated 
9,256  attendances  at  the  School  Clinic. 

(d)  Treatment  of  Defective  Vision.  The  following  is  a tabu-

(g)  Dental  Defects.  5,081  children  were  examined  by  the 
School  Dentist  in  the  course  of  routine  and  special  inspections.  3,621 
were  found  to  require  treatment. 

The  above  represents  nine  months  work  by  the  whole-time 
School  Dentist,  six  months  work  by  the  Temporary  Assistant 
School  Dentist,  and  three  months  work  by  the  part-time  Dentist  who 
worked  only  two  sessions  a week. 

(/z)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects.  Defects  of  this  type 
found  at  medical  inspections  numbered  71  of  which  28  required  treat- 
ment, and  tlte  rest  observation. 

(z)  Supervision  continued  as  in  previous  years  of  eases  of  Heart 
or  Rheumatic  Diseases  and  23  such  children  are  on  tlie  Heart 
Register. 

(y)  Tuberculosis.  All  Tuberculosis  contacts  were  examined 
each  term  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  previous  years.

General  Infirmary. 

One  child  remained  tliroughout  the  year  in  St.  Gerard’s  Hospital, 
Coleshill,  sulfcring  from  Osteomyelitis. 

(/)  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism.  No  special  provision 
is  made  for  cases  of  Rheumatism  beyond  close  supervision  of  their 
activities  at  School  and  advice  which  is  given  to  parents.  The  child 
who  was  admitted  to  the  Royal  Liverpool  Children’s  Hospital  in  1944 
was  discharged  on  January  22nd. 

(y ) Tuberculosis.  The  three  cases  admitted  to  the  Brctby  Hall 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Spine  or 
Hip  remained  in  that  Institution  during  the  year.  No  cases  of  Pulmon- 
ary Tuberculosis  or  Tuberculosis  of  the  Spine  or  Hip  were  notified 
in  school  children  during  the  year. 
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TIic  Jiminution  of  the  number  of  children  and  attendances  is 
due  to  the  absence  for  12  weeks  of  the  Ophthalmologist  owing  to 
illness. 

(c)  Nose  and  TIu'oat  Defects.  The  Local  Education  Authority 
has  no  special  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  diseased  tonsils  and 
adenoids,  but  such  treatment  is  readily  available  at  the  Local  General 
Hospital,  and  tlirough  the  courtesy  of  the  Infirmary  Staff,  we  arc 
provided  with  the  information  that  108  operations  were  performed 
during  1945  upon  school  children  for  diseased  tonsils  and  adenoids.

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PHYSICAL  TRAINING  REPORT,  1945 

Training  Courses.  During  the  year  the  following  training  and 
refresher  courses  were  held  by  the  Committee’s  Organiser  of  Physical 
Education — (1)  Apparatus  work  in  the  Secondary  Modern  School, 
(2)  Infant  Work,  (3)  Demonstration  and  talk  on  varied  activities 
suitable  in  Youth  work-including  keep-fit,  given  to  members  of  the 
Methodist  Circuit.  The  Central  Council  of  Physical  Recreation  and 
the  Central  Council  of  Health  Education  in  conjunction  with  the 
L.E.A.,  undertook  a two-day  course  for  youth  mcinbers  in  Health 
and  Fitness. 

Visits  to  Schools  and  Youth  Clubs.  Visits  by  H.M.  Inspectors 
of  Physical  Education  have  been  made  during  the  year.  Miss  Hawkes 
was  appointed  to  the  area  on  the  retirement  of  Miss  Perry.  The 
Committee’s  Organiser  has  continued  to  visit  Schools  and  Clubs  to 
give  help  and  advice. 

Sports.  As  an  experiment  Senior  and  junior  Inter-School 
Sports  were  held  on  the  same  afternoon  on  8th  June,  cliniinating 
heats  having  taken  place  beforehand.

Swimming.  Arrangements  for  swimming  were  carried  out  on 
the  same  basis  as  last  year  during  tlie  Summer;  Winter  swimming 
remaining  voluntary.  Proficiency  tests  were  again  carried  out  in  the 
Schools,  and  extra  assistance  was  provided  for  teaching  purposes.  The 
attendance  by  Youth  Organisations  increased  during  the  season,  and 
a Season  Ticket  at  2,6d.  was  introduced  from  1st  May  to  30th 
September,  giving  free  entrance  to  the  1st  Class  Bath  on  presentation 
at  the  turnstile.  The  Education  Committee  continued  to  pay  for  the 
rcsen’ation  of  the  Bath.  A Life  Saving  Course  of  instruction  for 
members  of  Youth  Organisations,  was  carried  out  during  the  Winter 
by  the  Committee’s  Swimming  Instructors,  all  members  successfully 
passing  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society’s  Examination.  A Swimming 
Gala  was  held  early  in  the  Autumn  for  Youth  Organisations  under  the 
organisation  of  the  Burton  Guide  Association. 

Tennis.  The  Newton  Road  Courts  were  resorted  for  use  by 
Uiree  of  tlie  Education  Conunittee’s  Secondary  Schools. 

Recreative  Physical  Training.  Recreative  Physical  Training 
continued  within  the  Technical  Institute  Classes  and  the  Youth  Clubs

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An  intcr-town  Swimming  Gala  was  held  between  Leicester,  Derby 
and  Burton  Youth  Organisations. 

Schools  Visits.  A party  of  girls  from  Secondary  Modern  Schools 
was  organised  to  visit  Sadler’s  Wells  Ballet  at  the  Grand  Theatre, 
Derby.  Unfortunately  this  coincided  with  V.E.  Holiday  and  transport 
was  not  available.  It  is  hoped,  at  some  future  date,  to  arrange  for  this 
visit  to  take  place. 

Equipment  and  Clothing.  Supplies  of  games  equipment 
remained  restricted  throughout  the  year  ; the  absence  of  balls,  other 
than  footballs  and  netballs,  affecting  the  work  in  all  departments. 
Full  advantage  was  taken  of  the  Ministry  of  Education’s  allocation  of 
rag  waste  plimsolls.  A supply  of  shorts  for  boys  was  also  secured, 
togctlicr  with  material  for  making  up  into  garments  for  the  girls. 

Accommodation,  Playgrounds  and  Playing  Fields.  Accom- 
modation and  facihties  for  Physical  Education  remain  unsatisfactory. 
Within  tlie  Schools  and  halls  rented  by  the  Education  Conunittee,  the 
standard  of  cleaning  is  far  too  low  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  cessation 
of  hostilities  and  an  increase  in  labour  available  some  improvement 
may  soon  be  seen.  Playgrounds  are  still  not  in  full  use  owing  to  A.R.P. 
shelters  and  to  surfaces  requiring  renewal ; playing  fields  are  quite 
inadequate  for  the  numbers  using  them.  It  may  here  be  noted  that 
owing  to  the  fact  that  Public  Recreation  Grounds  are  still  under 
allotments,  tlie  Education  Committee’s  fields  are  bearing  a very  heavy 
burden  both  in  the  evenings  as  well  as  by  day.  In  connection  with 
tl-ic  Education  Cormuittee’s  Development  Plan,  a very  great  increase 
in  acreage  acconmiodation  and  general  facilities  are  envisaged. 

General.  Continuity  and  progress  in  the  work  has  suffered  owing 
to  enforced  changes  of  Staff  and  the  prolonged  absence  of  men  teachers. 
Those  who  have  undertaken  the  work  have  given  of  their  best  under 
difficult  circumstances.  The  return  from  H.M.  Forces  of  Mr.  Parkinson, 
Physical  Education  Organiser,  in  December,  and  a number  of  men 
teachers  since  then,  should  see  great  possibilities  in  the  further  develop- 
ment of  physical  education.
